Agents make largest cocaine bust ever 


LOS ANGELES — Federal agents made three more arrests in the world’s 
largest cocaine seizure, bringing to six the number held in connection with the 
20 tons found in a suburban warehouse, an official said Saturday. 

Workers and business owners in the warehouse complex on an upscale, 
tree-lined street said they were suspicious about the establishment, called 
Adriana’s Pottery Warehouse. 

Adriana’s prosperous-looking operators claimed to be in the velvet painting 
business. 

But when authorities acting on a tip broke into the warehouse by knocking 
apart a $6 padlock, they found 20 tons of cocaine, the largest seizure in the 
world by a law enforcement agency. 

Its estimated value was between $2 billion and $20 billion, depending on its 
final form for sale on the street. 

Three Southern California men were arrested Friday morning in connection 
with the case. The other three, all from Los Angeles, were arrested later 
Friday in their rooms at the Flamingo Hilton in Las Vegas. 

AU.S. Drug Enforcement Agency source who requested anonymity identi- 
fied the men arrested in Las Vegas as Carlos Tapia Ponce, 68, his son Hector 
Eduardo Tapia Ponce, 34, and Hector Tapia, 66, the brother of Carlos. 


‘Underground’ AIDS drug doesn’t work 


PHILADELPHIA — An unapproved drug popular in underground efforts 
to fight the AIDS virus since it showed promise in the laboratory is apparently 
ineffective in the body, according to a medical journal report. 

In the Oct. 1 issue of the Annals of Internal Medicine, researchers report on 
the use of dextran sulfate in 18 healthy volunteers, saying that after adminis- 
tering the drug orally and intravenously, they found only traces of any activity 
by the drug. 

The study appears to confirm preliminary results announced in February by 
Dr. Frank E. Young, commissioner of the Food and Drug Administration, 
that the drug is poorly absorbed into the bloodstream and shows little promise 
of fighting the AIDS virus. 

The study’s results show that the FDA should continue to move cautiously 
in allowing AIDS patients access to untested drugs, said the principal investi- 
gator, Dr. Paul S. Lietman of the Johns Hopkins University School of 
_ Medicine. 


Thousands more flee to West Germany 


HOF, West Germany — Thousands of Kast Germans arrived to a triumphal 
welcome in West Germany on Sunday after their government agreed to let 
them flee to the West, the latest chapter in a historic exodus from an increas- 
ingly splintered Soviet bloc. 

“We made it, we made it,” screamed one tearful young woman after arriving 
in this northern Bavarian city at dawn. 

“We had no future there,” said 34-year-old Uwe Kuester of Cottbus. 

About 6,000 refugees either arrived or were on their way from Czechoslo- 
vakia, border police said, and another 800 arrived from Poland. 

The refugees had holed themselves up weeks ago in the West German 
embassies in Warsaw and Prague after they were unable to reach Hungary, a 
liberal Warsaw Pact nation that had opened its western border to the East 
Germans last month. Many of those arriving here had tears of joy running 
down their faces. Others cheered and clapped wildly. 

The new arrivals follow the more than 24,000 East Germans who have fled 
through Hungary since Sept. 10, when the reform-minded Communist gov- 
ernment in Budapest decided to open its border. 


‘Psychic’s’ powers couldn’t stop train 


MOSCOW — E. Frenkel, one of the Soviet Union’s growing number of 
psychic healers and mentalists, claimed he used his powers to stop bicycles, 
automobiles and streetcars. 

He thought he was ready for something bigger, so he stepped in front of a 
freight train. It didn’t work. . 

The engineer of the train that killed Frenkel said the psychic stepped onto 
the tracks with his arms raised, his head lowered and his body tensed.

WASHINGTON — The Pentagon, based on inspections at 13 installations 
including northern Utah’s Hill Air Force Base, has concluded the Air Force is 
failing to comply with federal pollution and hazardous waste laws.

An Air Force Audit Agency report, recently released under the Freedom of | 
Information Act, estimates that the Air Force will have to spend $3.3 billion | 


over 25 years to clean up hazardous waste sites at bases nationwide. 

While the report did not list problems individually found at each base, Hill 
spokeswoman Deborah Berry said that about half of the “write-ups” were 
found at Hill. And since that audit, these have been corrected or are in the 
process of being corrected. “Hazardous waste problems didn’t happen 
overnight and will take some time to correct,” she added. 

Among the base’s environmental challenges are confirmed soil and ground- 
water contamination due to metals, fuel products and volatile organic com- 
pounds — including two contaminant plumes under landfills and an oil slick 
below a pond.

Economic development is ever- 
body’s business if Utah is going to 
fufill its roll in the economic develop- 
ment of the nation, Gov. Bangerter 
told a group Friday at a luncheon 
hosted by the Provo Rotary Club. 

“We're trying to knock on every- 
body’s door,” said Bangerter. “It will 
take everyone to enhance Utah’s 
economy.

The governor was in Provo for a 
public hearing of the Utah Depart- 
ment of Community and Economic 
Development. 

Bangerter said that working to 
bring the 1998° Winter Olympic 
Games to Utah and to raise wages for 
Utah’s workers are two ways that 
Utahns could help in the state’s eco- 
nomic development. 

The governor asked those present 
to join him in bringing the Olympics to 
Utah. He said that the Olympics 
would not only improve Utah’s in- 
frastructure, but it would also. send a 
positive message to the rest of the 
country andthe world. 

“The message could show that we 
are capable of dealing on the national 
and international scene,” he said.

One reason that has kept many 
Utahns from jumping on the Winter 
Olympic bandwagon is the fact that an 
upfront investment of $50-55 million 
is needed to construct new facilities. 
In response to this concern, 
Bangerter said that the long-term ef- 
fects of the Olympics would be well 
worth it. 

“Everything good requires an in- 
vestment,” he said. “The effects of 
the Olympics will be felt in every cor- 
ner of the state. It is worth the invest- 
ment.” 

Bangerter continued to talk about 
the need of enhancing Utah’s econ- 
omy and the role of wages. “It is abso- 
lutely essential that we drive up 
wages in Utah,” he said. 

Bangerter said that a rise in the 
overall wages of Utah’s workers will 
lead to improvements in all other as- 
pects of Utah’s economy and lifestyle, 
including better education and tax re- 
lief. Bangerter returned to Utah on 
Thursday from a governor’s confer- 
ence in Virginia where the nation’s 
governor’s met with President Bush 
to discuss education.

Many penetrating changes came to the First Quorum of the 
Seventy in the Saturday afternoon session of General Conference 
as eight members of the quorum were granted emeritus status. 

The eight were given emeritus status because of health and 
age considerations, said President Gordon R. Hinckley, first 
counselor in the First Presidency. 

Klder Rex D. Pinegar and Elder Carlos E. Asay were named 
as new members of the Presidency of the Seventy. 

They succeed Elder W. Grant Bangerter and Elder Hugh W. 
Pinnock, who were released from the Presidency. 

Also eight releases affected the Second Quorum of the Seventy 
as those General Authorities completed their 5-year callings. At 
the time of their call, the First Presidency announced they would 
serve three to five years and “then be released with honor and 
appreciation. This procedure, we feel, will provide a constant 


infusion of new talent and a much-widened opportunity for men 
of ability and faith to serve in these offices.” 

Other important changes were the re-organization of the gen- 
eral presidencies of the Sunday School and Young Men organiza- 
tions of the LDS church. 

Elder Hugh W. Pinnock was called to be the new president of 
the Sunday School, succeeding Elder Robert L. Simpson. Elder 
Pinnock’s new counselors will be Elders Derek A. Cuthbert and 
Ted E. Brewerton, all of whom are members of the First Quorum 
of the Seventy. 

Elder Vaughn J. Featherstone will continue as president of the 
Young Men; however, his new counselors will be — First Coun- 
selor Elder Jeffrey R. Holland and Second Counselor Elder 
Monte J. Brough. 

President Hinckley said there were no replacememnt callings 
at this time for those men released or granted emeritus status, 
but indicated that such callings would be forthcoming in the near 
future.

Elder Russell M. Nelson, a member of the First Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles, was the first speaker at the Saturday after- 
noon session of conference. Elder Nelson spoke to the women of 
the LDS church concerning their role here on the earth.

“Parents of missionaries have al- 
ways known the risk of losing a loved 
one serving in the mission field due to 
accident or illness. Now we must add 
to the risk of missionary service the 
possibility of acts of terrorism,” said 
Elder M. Russell Ballard, a member 
of the Council of the Twelve Apostles. 

“Terrorism is centuries old, but 
perhaps has never before been so 
open and blatant, nor had such exten- 
sive news coverage,” Elder Ballard 
said in his Saturday afternoon Gen- 
eral Conference address. 

“Terrorism has many victims. They 
include the innocent and law-abiding 
people,” Elder Ballard said. He said 
“missionaries live among the peoples 
of the world; and even with the pro- 
tection of the members, they also can 
become innocent victims of acts of vio- 
lence. We must not judge the people of 


any nation or region because of the. 


irresponsible, cowardly acts of ter- 
rorism perpetrated by a few.” 

Elder Ballard mentioned the sor- 
row felt throughout the Church for 
the families of Elders Todd Wilson 
and Jeffrey Ball who were killed in 
Bolivia as a result of terrorist acts. 

Elder Ballard said, “Sometimes 
terrorists attack Church members or 
Church property because they be- 
lieve...the Church (of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints) represents the in- 
terests of a country.” He said the 
LDS Church “has no past or present 
affiliation with any government 
agency of any country.” 

Parents and prospective missionar- 
ies have “no reason to be fearful and

to feel that serving a mission is unusu- 
ally dangerous or risky,” Elder Bal- 
lard said. 

Elder Ballard said the death rates 
of young male missionaries from the 
United States was one-seventh the 
death rate of the general population of 
young males the same age living in 
the United States. “I do not imply 
that missionary service is a guarantee 
of increased longevity,” he said. 

“When a problem occurs, such as 


the recent unrest in Colombia, the 
First Presidency and the Council of 
the Twelve monitor conditions 
daily and even hourly, if necessary,” 
he said. Church President Ezra Taft 
Benson nodded his support as Elder 
Ballard uttered this statement. 

To prepare for the challenges yet to 
come Elder Ballard said members 
should “replace fear with faith. We 
must be able to overcome the fear of 
enemies who oppose and threaten 


us.” Parents. and family members 
have voiced worry and anxiety, “but 
rarely...do we hear missionaries ex- 
press such concerns,” he said. 
During the four years that Pres. 
Benson has been president of the 
LDS Church, 80,000 missionaries 
have been set apart to preach the 
gospel. Ten nations of Africa have 
been opened up. In all, thirteen na- 
tions and territories have been 
opened to missionaries in four years.

As the first speaker of the Priest- 
hood session of General Conference 
for the LDS church Elder Ashton en- 
couraged the members to understand 
and carry-on when facing trials, “En- 
during or carrying on is not just a 
matter of tolerating circumstances 
and hanging in there, but of pressing 
forward. I know that’s what most of 
us find difficult — to endure joyfully!” 

Stating that the call of carry-on was 
timely 59 years ago when it was first 
introduced in the song “Carry On”, 
Klder Ashton said, “Today it should 
be a way of life, our top priority and 
clarion call for young and old.” 

In a reference to the recent deaths 
of two LDS missionaries in Bolivia, 
Elder Ashton said, “As we have expe- 
rienced harrassment, destruction, 
vandalism, and even the loss of lives, 
the attitude of our missionaries is not 
one of being afraid but of marching 
forward in a spirit of carry on. ... God 
will continue to help them carry on, 
and their work will not be thwarted 
but will be enhanced and fruitful.” 

Following Elder Ashton at the 
Priesthood session, Elder Robert L. 
Backman in the presidency of the 
First Quorum of the Seventy ad- 
dressed the congregation. 

Speaking to the Aaronic priesthood 
holders of the church Elder Backman 
said, “My beloved Aaronic priesthood 
brethren, with all you are learning as 
you progress toward virile manhood, 
I pray that you will get understanding 
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of the vital truth that chastity is the 
ultimate and perfect standard under- 
lying all spiritual progression.” 

Elder Backman gave four ways in 
which the young men can keep their 
chastity: first, be patient, “Don’t be 
too anxious to grow up”; second, focus 
on your eternal destiny; third, stand 
by your convictions; and fourth, re- 
pent. 

He said, “Our loving Father in 
Heaven is only interested in what you 
are going to do with your future, con- 
ditioned on your repentance from 
your past sins.”

Malan warns leaders

“Within the gospel, we have what 
you need, but you will need to reach 
out and accept it,” said Jayne B. 
Malan, First Counselor of Young 
Women’s Presidency, in the after- 
noon conference session Sunday. 

Malan told of how, when she was 
twelve years old, she was given the 
task of raising 350 lambs, with the 
help of her brother. None of the lambs 
had mothers, so they had to try to get 
the lambs to drink milk from a trough. 

Even though the lambs were hun- 
gry and there was plenty of food in 
front of them, they still wouldn’t eat. 
Many of the lambs were slowly starv- 
ing to death or being killed by coyotes 
who would sneak up on the lambs, 
scatter the herd and then pick out the 
weak ones, or the ones who had got- 
ten separated from the flock, Malan 
said. 

“All we wanted to do was save our 
lambs,” Malan said. “The hardest 
part was seeing them die.” 

Malan had a favorite lamb which 
came to her when she called its name. 
One morning she found the lamb dead 
under the willows by the creek. With 


tears streaming down her face, she © 


went to her father, asking “Isn’t there 
someone who can help us feed our 
lambs?” 

Malan’s father told her that long 
ago, Christ had used almost those 
same words, “Feed my lambs...feed 
my sheep.” 

Later in life, Malan pondered over 
her father’s words. “...I thought I 
could sense how the Savior must feel 
with so many lambs to feed... so many 
souls to save,” she said. 

The young people of today are like 
the lambs. They are hungry for the 
Spirit that will make them grow 
strong and keep them safe from the 
‘eoyotes that are out to destroy them, 
Malan said. 

“Young women, you are the moth- 
ers of tomorrow. Young men, you are 
the fathers,” Malan said. “Together, 
you are the parents, the teachers, the 
advisors who will help nurture and 
feed young lambs and lead them 
home.” _

Brown told of many young church 
members who have been good exam- 
ples of obedience to the Lord’s com- 
mandments.

Elder Perry: 
‘Only desire 
Is to serve’

The cause of the recent antagonism 
directed at the missionary force 
might be a widespread misunder- 
standing of the purpose of missionary 
work, said Elder Tom L. Perry, a 
member of the Quorum of the Twelve. 

Speaking at the Sunday afternoon 
session of General Conference, Elder 
Perry explained the purpose of mis- 
sionary work, the characteristics of 
missionaries and counseled the mem- 
bers of the Church. 

“The missionary purpose has not 
changed with time,” Elder Perry 
said. “The only desire of our army of 
modern-day missionaries is to serve 
their fellowmen.” 

The missionary purpose is to ex- 
tend an invitation to anyone inter- 
ested to read The Book of Mormon, 
Another Testament of Jesus Christ. 
It is not the purpose to destroy an- 
other’s faith, exert unrighteous pres- 
sure, nor represent or express an 
opinion on government or political 
philosophy, he said. 

Those serving missions are not con- 
cerned with income levels, have no 
racial bias and do not want to build 
worldy kingdoms, he said. These 
“peaceable followers of Christ” have a 
love for the people they serve and 
spread goodwill as ambassadors. 

In conclusion, Elder Perry sug- 
gested to members to place scriptures 
on refrigerator doors. Four scrip- 
tures he mentioned are Matthew 5:438- 
44, Luke 6:35, James 1:27 and Moroni 
7:47, 

Addressing the youth, Elder 
Joseph B. Wirthlin, a member of the 
Quorum of the Twelve, gave an anal- 
ogy of the progression of life being 
like running a marathon. 

His advice was to — first, set goals 
by writing and reviewing them regu- 
larly; second, to prepare; third, to 
seek and give help; fourth, to endure 
to the end. “In simple terms, a righ- 
teous life is the way, the only way, to 
happiness, joy, and peace,” he said. 

However, when challenged, 
tempted or facing adversity, persons 


- will feel like quitting, giving in or “hit- 


ting the wall,” he said. “However, be 
sure you understand that God will not 
allow you to be tempted beyond your 
ability to resist. You may abandon 
him but he will not abandon you,” El- 
der Wirthlin said.
